Supervisor Kenneth Hahn 
believes legislation is needed 
immediately to remove the 
burdens of welfare and 
schools from property tax 
bills and the gov e r n o r 
should call a special session 
of the legislature to adopt a 
tax reform program. 

“All 78 cities, the 95 school 
districts and the county pre¬ 
sently are in the process of 
preparing their 1977-78 bud¬ 
gets,” Hahn said. 

Legislation developed as a 
result of a special session 
takes effect on the 91st day 
after the law is passed. 

Unless a special session is 
called, the earliest legisla¬ 
tion could take effect would 
be Jarkuary 1. 1978, unless 
it were an urgency bill, 
Hahn added. 

(Urgency legislation takes 
effect as soon as the gover¬ 
nor signs it into law. How¬ 
ever, it take a two-thirds 
vote of both houses of the 
legislature to pass an ur¬ 
gency bill.) 

“A speedy legislative solu¬ 
tion to the problem of over¬ 
whelming property taxes 
needs to be made so govern¬ 
ing bodies of school boards, 
cities and counties will be 
able to be better prepared in 
adopting their bud get s,” 
Hahn said. 

On December 7, 1976, the 
Board of Supervisors, on 
Hahn’s motion, adopted a 
resolution urging the legis¬ 
lature and the governor to 
make property tax reform 
the number one priority. 

The following three pro¬ 
posals were made: 

— Increase the h o m e - 
owners property tax exemp¬ 
tion to include the first 
$25,000 of market value. 

— Remove welfare from 
the property tax, an action 
which would save the Los 
Angeles County taxpayers 


more than $294 million per 
year for administration. 

— Find new ways of fi¬ 
nancing education other 
than through property taxes. 

"Removing the cost of 
welfare and of schools 
would cut property tax bills 
in half,” Hahn said.

Base Bid Plus Pergola $559,890, Or a 
Savings of Over $113,000 On Estimate 

Total Move-In Cost Close 
To $746,000; 30 Yr. Bonds 

Having submitted a bid on the construction of the 
new City Hall that was more than $31,000 below the next 
lowe.st bidd, Meskell and Sons, Contractors, of Alhambra, 

were given an additional 24- 

hours to justify their com¬ 


putations. 

Having taken the neces¬ 
sary time, Meskell and Sons 
stated that it was quite pos¬ 
sible that an error had been 
made, but nevertheless the 
bid stood as sub m i 11 e d 
$559,890 for the construction 
of the building and pergola. 

This is a direct savings to 
the taxpayers of over $113,- 
(XK) from the Architect’s 
estimated cost of $663,(X)0. 
Of the four contractors sub¬ 
mitting bids their totals for 
the base bid and pergola 
were $590,845; $591,777, and 
$595,800. 

Additional costs to com¬ 
plete the building and make 
it ready for occupancy will 
he the estimated cost of 
landscaping, $15,000; fur¬ 
nishings and equip m e n t, 
$30,000; interest for one 
year, $48,000; architect fees, 
$44,800; bond issuing ex¬ 
penses, $22,000; insurance 
reserves, $25,000, and miscel¬ 
laneous expenses, $1,250, for 
a total cost of $745,940. 

The Sierra Madre Rede¬ 
velopment Agency met in 
regular session on Tuesday, 
March 22, 7:15 p.m. and 
awarded the bid for the con¬ 
struction of City Hall to 


Meskell and Sons, Contrac¬ 
tors. 

The “Call for Bids” for 
the sale of $600,000 in lease 
revenue bonds was made on 
a 4 to 1 vote at the meet¬ 
ing of Tuesday, March 15. 
Councilman Edwards voting 
“no” for the reason he felt 
that the bonds could be re¬ 
duced to $500,000 and could 
be tailored to be paid off in 
a much quicker period of 
time and thus save interest 
costs to the taxpayer. 

To pay for the structure 
will be the $600,000 in Lease- 
Revenue Bonds plus $145,940 
loaned to the CRA by the 
City of Sierra Madre, at an 
interest rate of approximate¬ 
ly 7 per cent.

Community Redevelopment 
Agency Meets In Session 


On November 23, 1976, the 
City Council took action to 
authorize the City Adminis¬ 
trator to proceed with the 
final issue of Series “C” of 
the 1972 Water Revenue 
Bonds. Since that time we 
have been apprised of and 
are now confronted by one 
of the worst droughts in re¬ 
corded State history. 

In view of the piossibility 
(hat the City may be forced 
by State legistlation to cur¬ 
tail its water production, 
.Aidministration has ques¬ 
tioned the feasibility ot 
proceeding with the subject 
bond issue. There are twe 
primary factors that the 
Council should cc-nsider. If 
we delay our sale of the 
water revenue bonds, the 
funding./project capability of 
the revenues available will 
correspondingly decline over 
time. 'The loss of value as¬ 
sociated wdth inf 1 a t i o n 
makes it imperative tliat the 
bond issue proceed as quick¬ 
ly as possible so the City 
can gain the best advantage 
for utilization of the bond 
proceeds. 

On the other hand, the 
City Council is confronted 
with the difficult decision of 
what to do if in fact the 
CiW is required by State 
law to reduce its consump¬ 
tion or production of water. 
If we assume for the pur¬ 
pose of discussion that the 
State were to mandate a 
25 per cent reduction in 
water consumption, the cor¬ 
responding annualized loss 
of water revenues would be 
approximately $90,000. Sub¬ 
tracting this $90,000 from 
the City’s total estimated 
revenue would leave a bal¬ 
ance of appro.ximately $387,- 
000. Staff estimated in its 
report of May 28, 1976, tliat 
the total amount of revenue 
required fr operation of the 
Water Department and bond 
debt service for Series A, B 
and C (Fiscal Year 1977-78) 
would be $460,626. Judging

6 Legislators — 6 Answers 

More than 300 persons attending a February 23rd 
seminar in Sacramento on Major legislative proposals on 
property taxes were assyred property tax relief is the 
priority issue of 1977. The seminar was sponsored jointly 
by Cal-Tax and FACT (Federation of Associated Cali¬ 
fornia Taxpayers). 

Legislators who presented their own legislative pro¬ 
grams also indicated a solution will be difficult 'because 
there are several proposals whloh do not complement 
eacli other. Compromise seems essential. 

The property tax relief proposals included; Assess¬ 
ment freezes; homeowners’ exemption, senior citizens’ and 
renters’ credit increases; limitation of property taxes to 
a x*®i’t®ntage of market value, or based on differential 
tax rates by class of property; and phasing out of taxes 
on improvements while freezing taxes on residential land 
regaining lost revenue through a sales tax on residential 
property. Sdx legislators presented six answers. The Sierra 
Madre News will present these six answers in the space 
during the next six weeks. They are interesting. 

Index Assessment Increases 

Contrasting recent rates of growth in government 
spending at the state and local level. Senate President 
pro tern James Mills told the February 23 tax seminar in 
Sacramento that the property tax problem is one that 
exists basically at the local level and that a state buy¬ 
out of the problem is impractical. 

“If w'e seriously discuss replacing the property tax, 
we talk about an astronomial increase either in the sales 
tax or the personal income tax,” Mills said. “We can't 
talk about collecting it on liquor or collecting it on banks 
and corporations in California.” 

He said an increase in the sales tax or personal in¬ 
come tax sufficient to replace $10 billion in local prop¬ 
erty tax revenues is “simply insupportable.” 

The author of a measure. Senate Bill 50, to limit the 
local government tax 'base through aninual adji'.istments 
of assessment ratios. Mills quipped that he likes some 
of the other measures presented at the seminar better 
than his own. 

But he added, “Relief won’t be delivered through a 
shift in tax burdens. Relief itself will only come when 
all levels of government are economical in expending 
public funds.” 

He likened tax reform to "pluking the goose and 
eliciting the fewest squawks,” a line he attributed to the 
late Senator George Miller. 

Mills noted that a number of factors have contribute! 
to the current property tax crisis, includiing the Legisla¬ 
ture, itself, which is often accused of passing locally man¬ 
dated programs without providing state financing. 

Nonetheless, (he said, “the problem exists basically at 
the local government level. Local government budgets are 
the cause of higher tax bills — not local assessors.” 

He said that during the eight years of the Reagan 
Administration state spending Increased by about 10% 
per year and school district spending grew by about 12% 
a year. By 'Contrast, local government spending went up 
by roughly 18% per year, addling $10 billion in local 
expenditures. 

The People Must Know

The high cost of busing is again taking a giant step 
i.nto the taxpayer’s pocket as it will be vitally affected by 
the Serrano vs. Priest decision that property tax may not 
be used for schools after 1980. One alternative, now being 
considered in Sacramento, is to levy a state property tax 
of $6 per hundred on all property to finance schools. There 
will be a major fight over this proposal as well. 

Unless an amendment is qualified and passed by the 
people to limit property taxes it seems likely that confis¬ 
catory property taxes will continue to make it impossi’ole 
for at least two-thinds of the people in California to be 
able to own tlicir own homes at all. 

Such a prospect is a major disaster In any free 
country. The right to life, liberty and property are the 
cornerstones of individual freedom. 

Few realize the many activities we take on in a 
job of trying to reduce property taxation. The other day 
I met a man \Vh,o said he belonged to a Homeowners 
Association in North Hollywood, and neither he or his 
organization had ever heard about any organized effort 
to limit property taxes. iHc was a very presentable, nice 
man with more than average intelligence and awarene.ss. 
He said had his group known about our efforts they would 
have been happy to join us, because his group were over¬ 
taxed on their (homes. 

Since the petition drive started we have sent more 
than 4CO,0<X) petitions to people who called :us on the phone 
and asked for them. This is enough to secure 2,800,000 
names. The requined number of valid signatures is 499,965. 
M'ore than tlu-ee quarters of those wlio requested peitions 
simply did not either sign the petition themselves, or send 
any completed |>etiticns back to us. Many people simply 
sent the blank petition back to use, postage collect. 

It is pretty hand for a group of dedicated citizens, 
who have worked all the.se many years to swallow treat¬ 
ment like this and still keep going full blast trying to 
help a lot of people who simply do not deserve to be 
(helped. 

Blxample. On December 7, 1976 we filed a suit, Jarvis 
vs. Watson, case No. 182 717 to invalidate the 1976-77 
market v-alue raises on some 855,000 properties in Los 
An.geles County, because these same new, increased ap¬ 
praisals, were (not applied to some 900,000 other parcels 
of proi>erty in the County. The ground is that the Cali¬ 
fornia Constitution requires that all parcels of real property, 
in Los Angeles County be taxed at full value. Further, that 
in preparing the 1976-77 tax roll, the assessor, knowingly 
failed to include all parcels of real property on the tax 
roll at full value. 

The county claims that even if I can prove the charges 
made, the taxayers are not entitled to any judicial 
relief. 

In other words the government ducs not have to abide 
by the clear constitutional law. The law only applies to 
taxpayers, not to the government. 

The initial court hearing was held on March 4th and 
the judge requested that both sides submit further briefs. 
If we lose this case 8.55,000 property taxpayers will be 
"ripped off” for miliions of dollars. Rank discrimination.

The Ten Commandments, of 
Water Conservation 

1 . Put a stopper in your sink or use a dishpan when you wash dishes. Washing 
with running water uses 30 gallons per meal, 

2. Keep a bottle of drinking water in the refrigerator — running water from 
tho faucet until cold will waste a gallon. 

3. Wait until you have a full 9-pound wash before you run your washing 
machine. Tho average automatic washing machine uses 50 gallons per load. 

4. Turn the hot water off while you shave, and turn the cold water off while 
you brush your teeth. Shaving with a running faucet uses about 20 gallons. 

5. Take showers Instead of baths. The usual bath requires 36 gallons, the 
usual shower, only 25. Ten gallons is enough for a shower if you turn it 
off while you wash. 

6. Don't use the toilet bowl to dispose of cigarette ashes, facial tissues, and 
other matreiais. A normal flush requires 5-8 gallons. 

7. Use the dishwasher only when it is competely full. 

8. Fix dripping faucets promptly. Nearly two gallons can be wasted per 
day of dripping. 

9. Running toilets can waste four gallons per hour. Keep them in good repair. 

10. Above all: THINK before you turn on the tap.

Gasoline Use For 
January 1977 Up 

Californians drove more in 
January than in any pre¬ 
vious January. 

George R. Reilly, memoer. 
State Board of Equallzatic-n, 
reported that the state’s 
motorists used 882.76 mil¬ 
lion gallons of gasoline dur¬ 
ing the first month of 1977. 
That total exceeded figures 
for January 1976 by 4.2 per 
cent and for January 1975 by 
9.1 per cent. 

However, Reilly said, gal- 
lonage dropped from the 
preceding month of Decem¬ 
ber by 5.7 per cent. 

Gasoline distribution data 
show taxable sales by dis¬ 
tributors.

INVESTMENTS IN GROWTH STOCKS 


Q. — I will be receiving 
S28,000 in early February. I 
am 37 years old, married 
with two children and an 
SlS.iXK) home mortgage at 
eight per cent. I have a 
modest savings account, 
more than adequate life in¬ 
surance and no other bills. 
For tax purposes would I 
bo b.etter off taking the 
money all at once, or in 
monthly payments? Would 
you suggest paying off the 
mortgage or v/hat no-risk 
inv'estments would you sug¬ 
gest? 

A. — I’m concerned about 
your desire for speed. In 
handling inv’estmen t s it’s 
well to take your time and 
not act until you are satis¬ 
fied you understand what 
ever step you take a.nd do¬ 
it deliberately. 

Generally you can save 
money on taxes if you can 
arrange to receive money in 
different tax years since this 
helps to keep you in a lower 
tax bracket than if you re¬ 
ceive a lump sum in one tax 
year. 

As far as “risk-leSs" in- 
\-estments are conce r n e d 
there isn’t any such thing. 
Perhaps the best thing yo.u 
could do is place the money 
you receive in a daily in¬ 
terest account at your bank 
while you take time to fig¬ 
ure out how to invest it. 
From the sound of your let¬ 
ter you may not be the typv 
who could live with the 
fluctuations in the stock 
market although at your age 
an investment in several of 
the high quality growth 
companies that are selling- 
at lower price carni n g s 
ratios that they have sold at 
for years would seec to ho 
sensible. 

It might be a good idea 


for you to start and invest¬ 
ment club and after a coup>» 
of years you would have 
picked up a little oxp>erience 
with stocks and be in a posi¬ 
tion to better understand 
some of your investing al¬ 
ternatives. 

Q. — My, que s t i o n is 
"How does one chose a re¬ 
liable broker? What is the 
criteria?” 

A. — The big question 
really is what do you as an 
individual expect fre-m your 
broker. The broker’s basic 
Job is to help you obtain 
investment information and 
to execute your order 
promptly and at the best 
possible price. If that is 
what you are expecting your 
broker k> do, then in my 
experience most bre-kers arc 
quite reliable and depend¬ 
able in performing those 
functions. 

The problem comes when 
you and I expect our broker 
to be a security analyst for 
us and tell us what securi¬ 
ties to buy and sell and 
when to do it. That is an 
area that really isn’t the 
broker’s responsibility and 
the ability of indiivdual 
brokers to make such sug¬ 
gestions for you varies from 
none at all to excellent. The 
only way you as an indivi¬ 
dual can learn an idivi 
dual’s ability in this area ir 
through friends or acquain¬ 
tances who have had exper¬ 
ience with him. Ask your 
friends about the brokers 
they do business with and 
what services they ask them 
for. You may talk to your 
bank manager and ask him 
if he can recopimend a 
broker for you. 

Q. — Several years ago, 
my broker persuaded me to 
sell my Dreyfus Fund and , 
buy 400 shares of C. I. 


Realty Investors. I said 1 
wanted a steady income. I 
am an 80 year old widow- 
living on $156 a month so¬ 
cial security. I have 300 op¬ 
tions to buy more of the 
stock this year. What would 
you do? 

A. — You were fortunate 
in that you put your money 
in one of the better real 
estate investment trusts. The 
company has had very 
severe problems and had de¬ 
ficits for three years. It does 
e.\pect to have a small pro¬ 
fit in its 1976-77 fiscal year 
and it appears that the 
worst is over. It’s not likely 
that a dividend will be paid 
this year, but if improve¬ 
ments continue this could 
happen in another year. 

At your age the qurrent 
highly speculative nature of 
this investment is not some¬ 
thing you would buy, but in 
view of the possible im¬ 
provement, I’d be inclined to 
hold the stock. If the com¬ 
pany continues to work out 
its problems, two or three 
years cculd see your invest-, 
ment worth substantia 11 y 
more than it is now. I 
wouldn’t look for it to get 
back to what you paid lor it 
in that time, however. And 
I wouldn’t exercise your 
warrants to buy more al¬ 
though it appears the stock 
is' near its bottom at the 
present time.
